;ain sum, enough to give him a fine 
jrofi%and the purchaser 
simply buys 


and picks and packs them for market. 


Purchasers have been through that 


'egion, all about the vicinity of Cash 
town,and have bought everything that 
was for sale 
Of course all of the 


:ruit groweis are not selling their ap- 
jles on the trees, some of them pre- 
'erring to do their own picking, 
but 


the tree sales are something big. This 
is the case all through the Cumberland 
Valley, also. 
Men from Baltimore, 


Washington, Philadelphia and New 
York are now touring that section buy- 
ing up the apples, and they are meet- 
ing with great success. 
By the time 


the apples are ready to pick they will 
almost all be sold,and the farmer will 
aave his cash 
in hand. 
The apples 


that are specked or unfit to pack are 
thrown away and the farmer gets these 
and makes cider. 
Already the cider 


presses are bsing brought out and got- 
ten ready for use. The peach crop also 
has been very large, and the quality 
this year was better than 
for several 


years.

SUMMER TREATMENT FOR SCALE 


An extensive fruit grower of 
the 


umberland Valley finding some of 


ais apple trees seriously infested with 
San Jose scale wrote to Prof. H. A. 
Surface, State Zoologist, Harrisburg, 
Pa., asking what can be done during 
the summer season to control the pest 
und 
prevent 
further 
in.jury to the 


trees. 
To this inquiry Prof. Surface 


replied: 


"I should not recommend spraying 


trees for the purpose of killing the 
full grown San Joso scale at any time 
when they are in leaf for the reason 
that material strong 
enough to kill 


the scale will, also destroy the foliage. 
What I recommend at this time of 
year ia that you make up a strong 
solution of 
Lirne Sulphur Wash, or 


very strong soap solution and apply it 


•j all the old bark with a brush 
Do 


;iot put it on the leaves, fruit or this 
year's shoots, but the old bark of the 
•small twigs as well us the trunk and 
branches can be coated with it, and 
this will kill the scale -wherever it 
touches them. 
It will keep the tree 


in sufficiently 
healthy condition so 


that you can carry it 
throngh this 


season, and 
aftsr 
leaves drop you 


should spray thoroughly with the boil 
ed lime sulphur wash. 
If trees are 


badly infestad with San Joso scale at 
the present time, and not given some 
such treatment as this, they are liable 
to DO destroyed before the dormant 
season comss when you can give them 
effective spraying. "

Cum lier land V alley 
finding some of 
his apple trees seriously infested with 
San Jose scale wrote to Prof H. A. 
Surface, State Zoologist, 
Hurrishuig, 
Pa., asking what can lie done during 
the summer season to control the (lest 
and 
prevent 
further 
injury to the 
trees. 
To this inquiry Prof. 
Surface 
replied : 


“ I should not recommend spraying 
trees for the purptmo 
of 
killin g the 
fu ll grown San Jose scale at any time 
when they are in leaf for the reason 
that 
material strong 
enough to kill 
the scale w ill, also destroy the foliage. 
What I recommend at this 
time 
of 
vear is that you 
make 
up a strong 
solution of 
Lime 
Sulphur Wash, or 
very strong soap solution and upply it 
t i all the old tiark with a brush 
IX; 
not put it on the leaves, 
fruit or this 
year 's shouts, but the old bark of the 
small twigs as well as the trunk 
and 
branches can lie coated with 
it, and 
this w ill k ill the scale 
wherever it 
touches them. 
It w ill 
keep the tree 
in sufficiently 
healthy condition so 
that you can 
carry 
it 
through this 
season, and 
aftur 
leaves 
drop 
you 
should spray thoroughly with the boil 
ed lime sulphur wash. 
If trees 
are 
liadly infestsd with San Jose scale at 
the present time, aud not given some 
such treatment as this, they are liable 
to ne destroyed 
liefore the dormant 
season com'** when you can give them 
effective spraying. *’

Philadelphia, Aug. 17.—Two chil- 


dren, aged four and six years, saw 
Bartko Bednarsky fire two shots into 
his wife, Mamie, and ti«ea kill him- 
self in the third-story back room of 
the house 
at 
827 North Franklin 


street. 


The six-year-old boy picked up the 


ugly-blued steel weapon, fully twelve 
inches long and of .44-cahbre, witt 
which the shooting was done, and 
was holding it in his hands when 
rPolieeman Regan, of the Tenth and 
Buttonwood streets station, burst into 
the room. 


Lying across the floor of the little 


room where Mrs. Bednarsky died, was 
her body, blood pouring from a two- 
inch hole at the back ot her head and 
from the wound in her breast made by 
the heavy slugs. 


la a room to the rear of this was 


the murderer and suicide, fallen upon 
a bed. which was dyed red. 
He had 


blown half of his head and all of his 
face off, shooting himself in the throat 
directly under the chin, the bullet 
smashing through his head 10 the ceil- 
ing above, where it lodged. 


Three weeks ago Mrs. Bednarsky 


went to the Franklin street place, 
which is run as an apartment house 
by Max Shodowsky. She had known 
Mrs Wilszwisky. who leases the first 
floor, in Galicia, before she came to 
this country, ten months ago. 


Mrs. Bednarsky took the third-story 


back rooms, told her friends that her 
husband had become a criminal and 
was wanted for several robberies in 
Buffalo. 
She had left that city be- 


cause she could no longer stand his 
way of obtaining a living. 
But she 


wrote from Franklin street to him, 
telling him that if he would be honest 
and get work he could come to this 
city and start again. 


He answered her, agreeing to her 


proposal, and said he would come to 
this city as soon as he could go to 
work and earn the necessary money. 
At this time he was living in Buffalo 
with a man named Carrol 
Fabian, 


with whom he was very friendly. 


On Saturday afternoon he rang the 


bell at the Franklin street house and 
was admitted by 
Mrs. Wilczwisky. 


Husband and wife met joyfully, but 
when he left, after a two hours' stay, 
Mrs. 
Bednarsky cold her friend that 


she was not happy, as she did not know 
where he had obtained the fare to 
this city. 
Bednarsky came again on 


Sunday "afternoon and again Monday 
afternoon. 
Carrol Fabian came from 


Buffalo to her. and said that Bednar- 
sky had stolen ?133 from him. which 
he had buried in a can in the back- 
yard. He asked her to get the monev 
back. 


Bednarsky came to see his wife He 


had been pleading with her to go to 
housekeeping with him. saying that 
he would work and support her 
She 


had told Mrs. Wilczwisky that he was 
a bad man in Galicia, and liad been 
in trouble there. 
She knew he was 


armed, and would 
not 
hesitate to 


shoot. 
At least she told her friend 


that she was afraid he would some 
day kill her 


Therefoi e. when he 
went-j to the 


third floor Mrs Wilszwlsky was also 
upstairs. Her three children. Stanley, 
aged six; Stephana, aged ten, and 
Lily, tour years old, were playing in 
the Bednaifcky rooms. Stephana left 
when Mrs. Bednarsky told her husband 
of the visit of Fabian. 


"I will not live with you unless you 


return the money you stole," she said 
clearly 
"I can't do It," he answered, 


according to Mrs. Wilczwisky. "I have 
only $78 lett. 
I paid $14 for a re 


volver In Buffalo " 


Then followed hot. angry words. 


She told him her opinion, that he 
was not fit to live with a decent worn 
an, and that she preferred to go to 
work to support herself rather than 
be bound to a criminal.

haps generations before all. or even 
hall, ot the roads are surfaced witn 
some bard material. 


For tbls reason one should give care- 


ful consideration and thought to the 
construction aucl maintenance of dirt 
roads, which will continue to represent 
the greatest mileage for years to come.

In planning out a system of dirt roads 
for a state or even a country it is just 
as necessary to plan out the location 
and construction of the outlying dirt 
roads as it Is of the highways which 
are surfaced with macadam or other 
hard material and of which these dirt 
roads are the feeders. 


In road construction1 the ultimate 


end Is to reach a certain point by the 
most economic route. Thus In its lo- 
cation the grade Is one of the most 
Important factors to be considered. 
While a steep grade may shorten the 
distance between two poises, It is false 
economy Inasmuch as the load a horse 
can pull decreases very rapidly with 
the Increase in grade, and it will be 
found that it is far more economical 
to increase the distance and decrease 
fhp grade. 


T. hp earth road is more susceptible 


to damage by water than any of the 
specially surfaced roads, and Therefore 
p.ny little breaks or boles that may bo 
made In an earth road by rain or a 
heavy Ipad should be repaired Imme- 
diately tp prevent their growing into 
mudholea. 
As water Is the greatest 


epemy of any road, so drainage is the 
most Important consideration in road 
building- The raip which falls on the 
road must be permitted to run off as 
rgpidly as possible and by a very easy 
grade. 


After the road Is located and graded 


and preparations are made for the 
drainage the surface of the roadbed 
should be brought Into Just as smooth 
a condition as possible. The center of 
the road must be the highest and the 
crown slope gradually to the ditches 
The same care should be taken In con- 
structing the surface of the dirt road 
that is given to the surface of a mac- 
adam or a sand-clay road. 
The sur 


face of a dirt road should be free from 
all stumps, rocks and vegetable matter, 
for If not the coif of maintenance will 
be greatly increased and the cost of 
hauling will be much more. 


It is necessary that a dirt road after 


once It Is constructed be maintained 
as a dirt road if it Is to be kept in the 
best condition. 
In repairing It do not 


use roct, gravel or brush, but use dirt 
of nearly the same character as that of 
the roadbed In order to make the road 
way uniform, so that it wears well and 
evenly. 
If holes and ruts are filled 


jvlth rock, gravel or brush the wearing 
effect •will be uneven and will cause 
other holes to be formed. 


fVben the road surface Is made en- 


tirely of dirt it can be kept In condl- 
flOD by means of the split log drntj 
fills simple contrivance. If used rogu 
larly after a rain when the rondbed I* 
moist, will smooth and shape up thr- 
road so that ns soon as It Is dried out 
It will be smooth nnd hard. The drnp 
will fill up the ruts and holes. 


Another point to bear In mind in 


connection with a dirt road la that It 
should be exposed us much as possible 
to sunshine and wind on account of 
their drying effect. Shade Is good for 
a macadam rood, but bad for a dirt 
road. Many a muddy place on a dirt 
road ha« been remedied by cutting 
away the shade and giving the sun and 
•rtesl A cbajto* to dry out Uae roadb«4.

THEN KILLS SELF 


Double Crime Occurred In the 


Presence of Children. 


WOMAN HAD FEARED HER FATE 


Accused 
of 
Robbery, 
and 
Fearing 


Arrest, Young Foreigner Committed 


Double Crime. 


Philadelphia. 
Aug. 
17.—Two 
chil­ 
dren, aged four and nix years, saw 
Bartko Bednarsky fire two shots into 
his wife. Mamie, aud then kill him ­ 
self in the third-story back room of 
the house 
at 
827 
North Franklin 
street. 
Tile six-year-old boy picked up the 
ugli blued steel weapon, fully twelve 
inches long and of .44 calibre, 
Witt 
which 
the shooting 
was done, and 
was holding it 
in 
his hands when 
rPoiicem an Began, of the Tenth and 
Buttonwood streets station, burst into 
the room. 
Lying across the floor of the little 
room where Mr*. Bednarsky died. was 
her body, blood pouring from a two 
inch hole at the back of her head and 
from the wound in her breast made by 
the heavy slugs. 
in a room to the rear of this was 
the m urderer and suicide, fallen upon 
a be*!, which was dyed red. 
He had 
blown half of his head and all of his 
face off. shooting himself in the throat 
directly 
under the chin, the bullet 
sm ashing through his head to the ceil­ 
ing above, where it lodged. 
Three weeks ago Mrs. Bednarsky 
went 
to the 
Franklin 
street 
place, 
which is run as an apartm ent house 
by Max Bhodowsky. 
She had known 
Mrs VVllszwisky. who le a s e s the first 
floor, in Galicia, before she ( aine to 
this country, ten m onths ago. 
Mrs. Bednarsky took the third story 
back rooms, told her friends that her 
husband had become a criminal and 
was wanted for several robberies in 
Buffalo 
She had left that city be­ 
cause she could no longer stand his 
way of obtaining a living 
But she 
wrote from Franklin street to him, 
telling him that if he would be honest 
and get work he could come to this 
city and start again 
He answered her. agreeing to her 
proposal, and said he would come to 
this city as soon as he could go to 
work and earn the necessary money. 
At this time he was living in Buffalo 
with a 
man 
nam ed Carrol 
Fabian. 
with whom he was very friendly, 
On Saturday afternoon he rang the 
bell at the Franklin street house aud 
was adm itted 
by 
Mrs. 
Wilcxwisky. 
Husband and wife met Joyfully, but 
when he left, after a two hours’ stay. 
Mrs. Bednarsky told her friend that 
she was not happy, as she did not know 
where he had obtained the fare to 
this city. 
Bednarsky came again on 
Sunday afternoon and again Monday 
afternoon 
Carrol Fabian came from 
Buffalo to her. and aaid that B ednar­ 
sky had stolen $133 from him. which 
he had buried in a can in the back­ 
yard. 
He asked her to get the money 
back. 
Bednarsky cam e to see his wife He 
had t»een pleading with her to go to 
housekeeping with him. saying that 
he would work and support her. 
Bhp 
had told Mrs. Wilcxwisky that he was 
a bad man in Galicia, and had been 
in trouble there. 
She knew he was 
armed, and would 
not 
hesitate to 
shoot. 
At least abe told ber friend 
that s h e was afraid he would some 
day kill her. 
Therefore, when he 
went 
to th** 
third floor Mrs. W ilsxwishy was also 
upstair*. 
Her th ree children Stanley, 
aged she 
Stephana, aged 
ten 
and 
Lily. four years old, w ere playing in 
the Retina* ky rooms 
Stephana left 
when M n Bednarsky told ber husband 
of the visit of Fabian.

Id planning out a system of dirt roads 
for a state or eveu a country it is Just 
as necessary to plan out the location 
aod construction of the outlying dirt 
roads as it Is of the highw ays whk-h 
are aurfaced with macadam or other 
hard material aud of which these dirt 
roads are the feeder* 
In road construction the ultim ate 
end la to reach a certain point by the 
moat economic route. 
T hus in its lo­ 
cation the grade Is one of the most 
Important 
factors to be considered. 
While a steep grade may shorten the 
distance between two p o l^ s, it is false 
economy inasmuch as the load a horse 
can pull decreases very rapidly with 
the increase iu grade, aud It will be 
fouud that it is far more economical 
to increase the distance and decrease 
the grade. 
T he earth road ta more susceptible 
to dam age by w ater than auy of the 
specially surfaced roads, and therefore 
any little breaks or holes that may be 
m ade lo an earth loud by rain or a 
heavy load should be repaired (mute 
dlately to prevent (heir grow lug Into 
mudholes. 
As w ater is the greatest 
enemy of any road. so drainage is the 
moat Important consideration in rout! 
building 
The rain which falls on the 
road must be perm itted to run off as 
rapidly as possible and by a very easy 
grade 
A fter the road la located and graded 
and preparations are made for the 
drainage the surface of the roadbed 
should be brought Into Just as smooth 
a condition as possible. 
The ceuter of 
the road must be the highest and the 
crown slope gradually to the ditches 
The sam e care should be taken in con­ 
structing the surface of the dirt road 
that ta given to the surface of a mac 
adam or a sand-clay road. 
The sur 
face of a dirt road should be free from 
all stumps, rocks aud vegetable matter, 
for lf not the cost of m aintenance will 
be greatly increased and (he cost of 
hauling will be much more. 
It Is necessary that a dirt road after 
once It la constructed be m aintained 
aa a dirt road lf It Is to be kept In the 
beat condition. 
In repairing It do not 
use rock, gravel or brush, but use dirt 
of nearly the sam e character as that of 
the roadbed in order to m ake the road 
way uniform, so that It wears well and 
evenly. 
If boles and ruts are filled 
with rock, gravel or brush the wearing 
effect will be uneven aud will cause 
giber holes to be formed. 
When the road surface is made en 
tlrely of dirt It eau be kept In condl 
(Ion by means of the split log drag 
This simple contrivance, lf used regu 
Isrly after a rain when the roadbed Is 
moist, will smooth and shape up the 
road so that as soon as It Is dried out 
It will be smooth and bard. 
The drag 
will fill up the ruts and holes 
Another point to bear In mind in 
connection with a dirt road is that tt 
should be exposed aa much as possible 
to sunshine and wind on account of 
their drying effect. 
Rbade is good for 
a m acadam road, but bad for a dirt 
road. 
Many a muddy place on a dirt 
road has been remedied by cutting 
aw ay the shade and giving the sun and 
w ind a chende to dry out the roadbed.

None of these objections applies to 
the Iowa silo. 


Concrete is an excellent material for 


silo building. About the only serious 
difficulty Is that expensive forms and 
sklHed labor must be used. Xo forms 
are required for the Iowa stlo. 
Any 


mason familiar witli brickwork can 
put up one by following directions. 
Owing to the air space in the walls of 
the Iowa silo, there Is less freezing 
than In a single walled concrete silo. 
A double wallod concrete silo Is most 
effective in keeping out frost, but the 
cost Is so great as to prohibit Its gen- 
eral use. 


The material for making hollow tile 


blocks is found all over the country. 
They are comparatively light, so as to 
require a 
minimum 
freight 
charge 


when shipped. Many of the loading 
tile manufacturers are" arranging to 
make these blocks especially for silo 
construction. Others will do so upon 
demand.

SHOOTS WIFE, 
THEN KILLS SELF 


Double Crime Occurred In the 


Presence of Children. 


WOMAN HAD FEARED HER FATE 


Accused 
of 
Robbery, and Fearing 


Arrest, Young Foreigner Committed 


Double Crime. 
Philadelphia, Aug. 17.—Two chil- 


dren, aged four and six years, saw 
Bartko Bednarsky flre two shots into 
his wife. Mamie, and then kill him 
self in the third-story back room of 
the house 
at 
827 North Franklin 


street. 


The six-year-old boy picked up the 


ugly-blued steel weapon, fully twelve 
inches long and of .44-cahbre, witt 
which the shooting was done, and 
was holding it in his hands when 
rPoliceman Regan, of the Tenth and 
Buttonwood streets station, burst into 
the room. 


Lying across the floor of the little 


room where Mrs. Bednarsky died, was 
her body, blood pouring from a two- 
inch hole at the back ot her head and 
from the wound in her breast made by 
the heavy slugs. 


In a room to the rear of this was 


the murderer and suicide, fallen upon 
a bed, which was dyed red. He had 
blown half of his head and all of his 
face off, shooting himself in the throat 
directly under the chin, the bullet 
smashing through his head to the ceil- 
ing above, where it lodged. 


Three weeks ago Mrs. Bednarsky 


went to the Franklin street place, 
which is run as an apartment house 
by Max Shodowsky. She had known 
Mrs. 
Wilszwisky, who leases the first 


floor, in Galicia, before she came to 
this country, ten months ago. 


Mrs. Bednarsky took the third-story 


back rooms, told her friends that her 
husband had become a criminal and 
was wanted for several robberies in 
Buffalo. 
She had left that city be- 


cause she could no longer stand his 
way of obtaining a living. 
But she 


wrote from Franklin street to him, 
telling him that if he would be honest 
and get work he could come to this 
city and start again. 


He answered her, agreeing to her 


proposal, and said he would come to 
this city as soon as he could go to 
work and earn the necessary money. 
At this time he was living in Buffalo 
with a man named Carrol Fabian, 
witk whom he was very friendly. 


On Saturday afternoon he rang the 


bell at the Franklin street bouse and 
was admitted by 
Mrs. Wilczwisky. 


Husband and wife met joyfully, but 
when he left, after a two hours' stay. 
Mrs." Bfdnarsky cold her friend that 
she was not happy, as she did not know 
where he had obtained the fare to 
this city. 
Bednarsky came again on 


Sunday "afternoon and again Monday 
atternoon. Carrol Fabian came from 
Buffalo to her. and said that Bednar- 
sky had stolen $133 from him, which 
he had buried in a can in the back- 
yard. He asked her to get the monev 
back. 


Bednarsky came to see his wife. He 


had been pleading with her to go to 
housekeeping with him, saying that 
he would work and support her. 
She 


had told Mrs. Wilczwisky that he was 
a bad man in Galicia, and liad been 
in trouble there. 
She knew he was 


armed, and would 
not 
hesitate to 


shoot. 
At least she told her friend 


that she was afraid he would some 
day kill her. 


Therefore, when he 
went^ to the 


third floor Mrs. "Wilszwisky was also 
upstairs. Her three children. Stanley, 
aged sbc; Stephana, aged ten. and 
Lily, four years old, were playing in 
the Beilnai»=ky rooms. 
Stephana loft 


when Mrs. Bednarsky told her husband 
of the visit of Fabian. 


"I will not live with you unless you 


return the money you stole," she said 
clearly. "I can't do it," he answered, 
according to Mrs. Wilczwisky. "I hav« 
only $78 left. 
I paid $14 for a re- 


volver in Buffalo " 


Then followed hot. angry words. 


She told him 
h«>r opinion, that he 


was not fit to live with a decent wom- 
an, and that she preferred to go to 
work to support herself rather than 
be bound to a criminal.

ber of miles of road In any stale of 
the Onion and compare this aggregate 
with the very small mileage ol Im- 
proved road one can see readily that 
It will be a preat many years and per- 
haps generations before all. or even 
half, or the roads are surfaced with 
some hard material. 


For this reason one should give care- 


ful consideration and thought to the 
construction and maintenance of dirt 
roads, wbicb will continue to represent 
the greatest mileage for years to come. 


WEJ.L BCIJ.1 DIBT 


[From Qood Roads Magazine, New 1fortc.j 


ID planning out a system of dirt roads 
for a state or even a country It Is just 
aa necessary to plan out the location 
and construction of the outlying dirt 
roads as it Is of the highways which 
are surfaced with macadam or other 
hard material and of which these dirt 
roads are the feeders. 


In road construction' the ultimate 


end Is to reach a certain point by the 
most economic route. Thus In Its lo- 
cation the grade Is one of the most 
Important factors to be considered. 
While a steep grade may shorten the 
distance between two pol^e. It Is false 
economy Inasmuch as the load a horse 
can pull decreases very rapidly with 
the Increase In grade, and It will be 
found that It is far more economical 
to Increase the distance and decrease 
thp grade. 


T.bp earth road is more susceptible 


to damage by water than any of the 
specially surfaced roads, and rhorefore 
any little breaks or tjoles that may bo 
made In an earth road by rain or a 
heavy load should be repaired Imme- 
diately to prevent Cbeir growing into 
mudholea. 
As water Is the greatest 


enemy of apy road, so drainage is the 
most Important consideration in road 
building. The raip which falls on the 
road must be permitted to run off as 
rapidly as possible and by a very easy 
grade. 


After the road Is located and graded 


and preparations are made for the 
drainage the surface of the roadbed 
should be brought Into just as smooth 
a condition as possible. The center of 
the road must be the highest and the 
crown slope gradually to the ditches 
The same care should be taken in con- 
structing the surface of the dirt road 
that Is given to the surface of a mac- 
adam or a sand-clay road. The sur- 
face of a dirt road should be free from 
all stumps, rocks and vegetable matter, 
for If not the cost of maintenance will 
be greatly increased and the cost of 
hauling will be much more. 


It Is necessary that a dirt road after 


once it is constructed be maintained 
as a dirt road If It Is to be kept in the 
best condition. In repairing It do not 
use rock, gravel or brush, but use dirt 
of nearly the same character as that of 
the roadbed In order to make the road 
way uniform, so that It wears well and 
pvenly. 
If boles and ruts are filled 


with rock, gravel or brush the wearing 
effect •will be uneven and will cause 
pther holes to be formed. 


^"hon the road surface Is made en- 


flrely of dirt it can be kept In condi- 
tion by mean1? of the split log drag 
fills simple contrivance. If used repu 
larly after a rain when the roadbed i<» 
moist, will smooth and shape up thF 
road so that us soon as It Is dried out 
Jt will be smooth and hard. The drag 
will flll up the ruts and holes. 


Another point to bear In mind In 


connection with n dirt road is that It 
should be exposed ns much as possible 
to sunshine and wind on account of 
their drying effect. Shade Is jrood for 
a macadam road, btit bad for a dirt 
road. Many a muddy place on a dirt 
road bat been remedied by cutting 
tway the shade and giving the sun and 
irto4 a cb*ao« to dry out the roadbed.

N 18U2 congress passed ft law ap­ 
propriating money for the estab­ 
lishment of colleges of agricul­ 
ture aud mechanic arts. 
Today 
there are sixty-seven such Institutions 
In the United States. 
The establish­ 
ment of the agricultural colleges open­ 
ed up an entirely new field of educa­ 
tion. The study of science and the ap­ 
plication of that science to the prob­ 
lems of everyday life began to take the 
place of the study of classics. 
Edu­ 
cating a man merely to have him edu­ 
cated began to go out of style, and the 
truer education that better fits a man 
to tackle the problems of life took its 
place. 
The grow th of the agricultural col­ 
leges was slow at first, and not until 
within the last fifteen years have they

really come to fill the piece for which 
they were designed. 
At first the Ides 
of educating m farm er was laughable 
to many people who rejoiced In a lit­ 
tle learning.

make a living from the soil. 
It took a 
good many years to bring people to re­ 
alise that college education is as val­ 
uable for a farm er ss for a doctor or 
a lawyer. The main difference Is that 
the law compels a man to get a col 
lege diploma before he starts to prat' 
tics medicine, 
while he may start 
farming with nothing bat a ten iii still 
a plow. 
Even at the present tim e th * - ar. 
many men both on the farm 
In 
the cities who doubt the value of a 
college 
education 
for 
the 
fartuei 
Many a farm boy ta squarely con 
fronted with the problem of choosing 
between four years In college or start 
Ing to fsriu at ouce. 
Four years ta a 
long time to a young man. 
Fifteen 
hundred to $2,000 Is a large sum of 
money to him. 
To spend both for a 
college education requires s great des) 
of courage and faith In the future. 
The aiuouut of money necessary to 
pay 
four years’ expenses In college 
will enable the young man to start 
farinlug on a rented farm. 
The four 
years will, lf he la luduatrlout, enable 
him to earn enough to make a good 
sited payment on a farm of his own 
If he goes to college he will have 
nothing st the end of the four years 
but the exi»erlenee aud kuowledgs be 
has gained there. 
Is It worth It? 
I have put this question squarely to 
doseus of men In their Inst year at 
an agricultural college. 
W ithout ex 
ceptlou they say that It Is worth the 
outlay. 
Not one regretted the time 
or the money which he had bartered 
for his education. Few of them placed 
It on a money baal* aloue, but even 
from that standpoint they conaldered 
that the chaine* w ere la favor of tbs 
college man. 
The boy w ho starts farm ing for bim 
•elf without any education will run up 
against a good many snags which the 
college man will miss

In brick construction. It has proved 
to be very durable. There is uo rea- 
son -why a silo made from such ma- 
terial should not hist for generations. 
This will do away with the principal 
objection of the «tuve silo—lack of 
durability. 
Another objection to the 


stave silo is that it blows down easily 
when empty and also dries out badly. 
None of these objections applies to 
the Iowa silo. 


Concrete is an excellent material for 


silo building. About the only serious 
difficulty Is that expensive forms and 
sklHed labor must be used.

They are comparatively light, so as to 
require a 
minimum 
freight charge 


when shipped. Many of the leading 
tile manufacturers are" arranging to 
make these blocks especially for silo 
construction. Others will do so npon 
demand.

—a black sandy loam which never 
pat ks—which produces cornstalks big 
enough to yield 100 bushels per acre, 
but froiu ^ lilch he Is able to husk 
only iiftj bushels 
He further states 


that the tract has been cultivated 
about six years, is always well tended 
und kept free from weeds. He would 
like to know what this condition of 
things—lo-n yield from apparently rich

XL—Rural Education—The 


Agricultural College.

I 


N 1802 congress passed a law ap- 


propriating money for the estab- 
lishment of colleges of agricul- 
ture and mechanic- arts. Today 


there are sixty-seven such institutions 
In the United States. The establish- 
ment of the agricultural colleges open- 
ed up an entirely uew field of educa- 
tion. The study of science and the ap- 
plication of that science to the prob- 
lems of everyday life began to take the 
place of the study of classics. Edu- 
cating a man merely to have him edu- 
cated began to go out of style, and the 
truer education that better fits a man 
to tackle the problems of life took Its 
place. 


The growth of the agricultural col- 


leges was slow at first, and not until 
within the last fifteen years have they

really come to fill the place for which 
they were designed. At first the idea 
of educating a farmer was laughable 
to many people who rejoiced in a lit- 
tle learning. 
Even the farmer him- 


self did not realize the advantage of a 
college education to a man who must 
make a living from the soli. It took a 
good many years to bring people to" re- 
alize that college education la as val- 
uable for a farmer as for a doctor or 
a lawyer. The main difference is that 
the law compels a man to get a col- 
lege diploma before he starts to prac 
tlce medicine, while he may atari 
farming with nothing but « fenm and 
a plow.

Many a farm boy is squareh 
CUM 


fronted with the problem of choosluj: 
between four years in college or start 
Ing to farm at once. Four years Is a 
long time to a young man. 
Fifteen 


hundred to $2,000 is a large sum of 
money to him. To spend both for a 
college education requires a great deal 
of courage and faith In the future. 


The amount of money necessary to 


pay 
four years' expenses In college 


will enable the young man to start 
farming on a rented farm. The four 
years will. If be Is industrious, enable 
him to earn enough to make a good 
sized payment on a farm of his own. 
If he goes to college he will have 
nothing at the end of the four years 
but the experience and knowledge he 
has gained there. Is It worth It? 


I have put this question squarely to 


dozens of men in their last year at 
an agricultural college. 
Without ei- 


eeptlon they say that It is worth the 
outlay. 
Not one regretted the time 


or the money which he had bartered 
for his education. Few of them placed 
It on a money basis alone, but even 
from that standpoint they considered 
that the chances were In favor of the 
college man. 


The boy who starts farming for him 


self without any education will run up 
against a good many enags which the 
college man will miss 
He will learn 


by experience many of the things 
which 
the 
college man 
learns 
ID 


school. In doing so he will pay much 
dearer for his know ledge. 
The old 


prejudice against "book farming" Is 
fast disappearing. People Sre coming 
10 realize that book farming Is merely 
the 
fused 
experience of successful 


farmers everywhere, explained and 
Illumined bj the light of science. Prob 
.ibly in uo one respect Is the advan 
tage of the college man more clearly 
apparent than In the case of soil fer- 
tility. Long after the untrained man 
lias begun to notice and wonder at 
rtie decline of his crop yields the man 
v\ ho has studied the science of soil 
fertility will be raising undlmlnished 
crops 
The art of keeping up the 


soil fertility cannot be learned from 
trie neighbors, for they have not prac- 
ticed It. 
It cannot be learned from 


father or grandfather, for In their 
<1ny tb» fertility of the soil was con- 
Mirtered Inexhaustible

It is n*c»e»ary for the agri- 
cultural college graduate to roccMd on 
his own farm, of course. Jilt vrvry 
more te closely watched by critical 
neighbors. 
Even the shadow of a 


failure starts a chorus of "1 told yon 
so." 


Success on his own farm la the first 


etuential to the young man who would 
b* a leader. Given that for backing, 
he can do almost anything he want* 
to with bis community. Farmers have 
a vast deal of respect for the man 
who can do things. Their prejudice 
against college farming is lost In ad- 
miration for the results achieved by 
the college farmer 
If he advises or- 


ganizing a club they are willing to 
Join In and help, if he tell«^iem the 
school needs reorganizing ™.-y are 
willing to be convinced 
They tn.-iy 


even consent to bringing two or three 
schools together and using the money 
saved to hire better teachers. The in- 
spiration of one man's success and the 
energy Imparted by him is-sufficient to 
start a whole community to thinking 
Once you get a man to thinking, there 
is no need to worry further about him 
He will take care of himself. 


If an energetic young farmer with 


an agricultural education could be 
placed in each township throughout 
the farming sections the results would 
be an enlightened agriculture that 
would be the envy of the 
whole 


world.

The charge has been made that ag- 


ricultural college graduates do not go 
back to the farm. The facts do nor 
bear out this assertion. 
While the 


percentage varies, it is safe to say 
that fully 50 per cent of the graduates 
go directly to the farm 
The others 


go into some work closely related to 
farming. 
In my acquaintance with 


young men just finishing college I 
have known of very few who were 
not anxious to go to farming. A good 
many of them do not do so because of 
lack of capital. They have spent all 
their money In college, and it looks to 
them like uphill business to start 
farming without a cent. 
They are 


overwhelmed with offers of salaried 
positions at salaries of from $ 1,000 to 
$2.000 a year to start with. Experi- 
ment stations, agricultural colleges, 
agricultural papers and manufacturers 
of agricultural products are all looking 
for agricultural college graduates. 


Many of the men go into some work 


of this kind -until they can save money 
enough to start farming. 


Of the college graduates who do 


take up farming as a business the 
greater number rent the home farm 
or go Into partnership with their re- 
spective fathers. 
This is the Ideal 


way for a young man to get a start 
Under such favorable circumstances 
he cannot help but succeed- 
Often, 


however, there are enough brothers 
at home to occupy all the land. The 
young college farmer must look else- 
where for a Job. Every year the agri- 
cultural colleges are receiving » larger 
number of calls for farm managers. 
Many of these offers are exceedingly 
liberal. They come for the most part 
from farmers who wish to retire from 
active work and at the same time do 
not wish to s«ll or rent their farms. 
They are often willing to take the 
right sort of a young man in on a 
partnership basis or give him a per-

Although an agricultural college ed- 


ucation is of great value. It must not 
be taken from what I have said that 
success without such an education Is 
Impossible. 
Many farmer boys are 


not fitted for an education of this kind 
either 
by temperament or ability 


Many others ar« so situated that they 
cannot be away from home for four 
years. 
Still others do not have the 


money. For these boys an agricultural 
college education Is an Impossibility. 
To teach them something about their 
business some other form of educa- 
tion is necessary 
This is being sup- 


plied by the secondary schools. The 
work of these schools will be described 
In the next article.

It msy b« colored whatever shade one 
likes and will retain Its brilliancy for 
years. 


Old time careful shockers are scarce 


in these days. Our fathers set the bun- 
dles down firmly in the stubble, pressed 
the heads together compactly and 
broke the caps well. Such shocks 
would turn an immense amount of rain 
and withstand high winds. Now many 
trifling hirelings must be trusted with 
this business, and the shocks, loosely 
thrown together with a -woolly, un- 
broken bundle carelessly slapped on 
top, turn water only until It rains and 
possibly stand up until hif'by a brisk 
breeze. Stacking, too, is not so gener- 
ally understood as it was years ago. 
The anxiety to get the entire harvest 
business finished quickly has led men 
to expose their grain to great risks 
through weeks of standing in the 
shock. Every farmer should learn how 
to stack. 


A few simple rules about starting, 


laying out the bulge, filling the middle, 
drawing in and capping govern this 
work. The best way to learn is to 
persuade an old. successful stacker to 
pass bundles and direct the work. The 
cost of thrashing from the shock is 
practically the sajne as for both stack- 
ing and thrashing. Well stacked grain 
has the advantage of almost certain 
Improvement in plumpness and quality 
in going through the sweat, and it 1* 
safe from rain. The labor of^stlrring 
hot wheat and the loss from sprouting 
In the shock would far more than pay 
for the stacking. Prudent farmers are 
turning more favorably to stacking of 
late years, especially when they would 
otherwise be the last in a big ring of 
shock thrashing.
